CHARGES HIS PURSUERS 
WITH BEING GRAFTERS 


Schmits Says Spreckels and Friends 
Are Engaged in Discrediting His 
Administration So as to Get 
Control and to Reap. 

Graft Harvest. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 1!9.—District 
Attorney Langdon was last night served 
by Mayor Schmitz’s attorneys, Metson, 
Campbell & Drew and John J. Barrett 
and ©. H. Fairall with notices of a mo- 
tion for substitution of trial judge on the 
ground that Judge Frank H. Dunne is 
u.squalified by bias and wprejudice. Ac- 
companying and supporting this motion 
is a lengthy affidavit by Schmitz, n which 
charges of an extremely sensational na- 
ture are made against Rudolph Spreckels, 
his associates in the bribery graft prose- 
cution, and Judge Dunne himself. 

Scmitz’s Allegations. 

Among Schmitz's allegations are the 
following: 

That Mr. Spreckels and the associates 
who are with him in the financial guar- 
antors of the bribery investigation and 
@rosecution, long since exhausted the 
original fund of $100,000 pledged by 
Spreckels, and have expended nearly 
$1,000,000 in a munisipal purification 
Campaign; that the expenditure of this 
vast sum of money is by way of an in- 
vestment from which actual moneyed re- 
turns are expected; that Spreckels and 
his prosecuting associates desire and 
purpose to overthrow the present muni- 
cipal administration, in order that, they 
themselves, may assure the reins of 
government and secure for themselves 
street railway and water franchises, 
which will net them. millions 6f dollars 
of the public money; that Judge Dunne 
is aware of this intent and ‘purpose, and 
is therewith in actord; that the convic- 
tion of Schmitz is desired as a means to 
these ends, and that it is the wish of 
Judge Dunne that a biased and preju- 
diced juny ‘be selécted to secure such 
conviction; that for that many and vari- 
ous reasons the same as set forth re 
cently by Abraham Ruef in his applica- 
tion for a substitute for trial judge, it 
is impossible for Schmitz to have a fair 
and itmpartiad trial at Judge Dunne's 
hands. 

Basiness Committee at Work. 

The committee of seven business men 
‘to whom Mayor Schmitz has given full 
power to cope with the peculiar situation 
brought about in municipal affairs Dy 
the developments by the graft investiga- 
tion, will meet tomorrow. An invitation 
has been extendeg to a number of labor 
leaders to be present. The committee 
has issued a declaration of principles, 
fn which it says: 

“We intend to bring about a clean 
condition of affairs in this community, 
and make it safe for habitation by human 
beings and for the ihv@stment of capital. 
we shall do nothing in the nature of 
Glass legislation, as we recognize that 
é@very element in the community has a 
right to representation in the government 
of the city.” ; 

The grand jury will reconvene tomor- 
row, and it is stated by the prosecuting 
attorney's officers that a number of in- 
dictments,- based upon the testimony of 
Abraham Ruef may be expected before 
the end of the week.

AUREL WREATH 


On the Tomb of General 
Ulysses S$, Grant 


WELCOMED GRANT TO.JAPAN 


That Was 28 Years Ago When Ku- 
roki Was a Young Colonel—Ku. 
roki Gives a Reception and 
Luncheon, Mrs. Alfred E. 
Buck Being Present. 


New York, May 1!19.—When twenty- 
eight years ago General U. 8. Grant, in 
his tour of the world, was the guest of 
the emperor of Japan, one of the officers 
assigned to attend him was a young 
colonel, who today, as General A urokl, 
visited Riverside Drive, and there, with 
impressive Oriental ceremony, placed a 
laurel wreath upon the American's 
tomb. | | 

To General Kuroki today's pilgrimage 
to Grant’s tomb was the chief event of 
his stay in New York. 

, At the Tomb of Grant. 

Accompanied by General and Mrs. F. 
D. Grant, Uffited States army; weneral 
O. E. Wood, United States army, re 
tired, and Major Charles Wynch, United 
States army, General Kufok!'s party pro- 
ceeded in automobiles to the tomb late 
this afternoon. General Kuroki was 
the first to alight. In his hand he car- 
ried the wreath. 

As the party entered the tomb all re- 
moved their hats, and General \.uroki 
advanced towards the sarcophagus. 
When about fifteen feet away he bowed, 
and then as he proceeded step by step 
he continued to bow low. When he 
reached the bier he stopped, and an 
aide, descending the several steps, placed 
the wreath in position. For several. min- 
utes the party stood in silence, then, 
retracing their steps, entered the auto- 
mobiles, and were driven back ‘to the 
hotel. 

Mrs. A. E: Back Present. 

Earlier in the day General Kuroki gave 
a reception and luncheon to several of 
those who had helped to make his stay 
here pleasant. 

The banquet hall looked Iike a verita- 
ble fairyland. At Kuroki's right sat Mrs. 
Grant, wife of General F. D. Grant. At 
his left was seated Mrs. Alfred E. Buck. 
Others present were Col. Hugh L. Scott, 
U. S. A.; General Stewart L. Woodford, 
Cornelius N. Bliss, Lieutenant Norton 
Wood, U. 8. A.; General Kigoshi, Gen. 
Grant, R. A. C. Smith, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jacob H. Schiff, Gen. B. F. Tracy and 
the Jepanese consul, Mr. Koike.

TERRORISM IS CONDEMNED

St. Petersburg, May 19.--A telegram 
of congratulation on the frustration 
of the recent regicide plot has been 
sent to the emperor by the October- 
ists, whose second national convention 
opened here today. The announce- 
ment that the telegram had been sent 
caused a scene of intense enthusiasm, 
the delegates rising and singing “God 
Save the Czar,’ which of late has 
rarely been. heard. 

The convention devoted the remain- 
der of the day to spirited debates 
concerning terrorists, and adopted a 
resolution expressing the utmost hor- 
ror. of the delegates at the unceasing 
of terror and their sincere disappoint- 
ment at the failure of the duma to 
firmly condemn it, although the duma 
was the supreme council in which the 
nation’s hopes for constitutional lib- 
erty and order were centered. 

No Doubt About Plot. 


The truth of the report concerning 
the plot 
and a communication concerning } 
has already been prepared*and only 
awaits the. emperor's approval before 
being published. It may be gazetted 
tomorrow morning. 

The details of the conspfracy were 
eagerly canvassed by court and gov- 
ernment officials who were invited to 
Tarskoe-Selo today to present felici- 
tations on the occasion of the em- 
peror’s -birthday. This event was c®i- 
ebrated with the usual ceremonial and 
imperial personages, including cabinet 
officials and higher functionaries, in- 
cluding MM. Golovin, president of the 
lower house of parliament, and. both 
elective and appointive members of 
the council of the empire, were en- 
tertained at a state luncheon. The 
emperor .greeted M. Golovin without 
restraint. 


Dama President Sick of Job. 


The president of the lower house 
afterwards was approached by Pre- 
mier Stolypin and other ministers, 
who desired to discuss features of the 
work of the duma. M. Golovin said 
he was embarrassed at the criticism 
by the radical camps, of his work 
as president, and particularly of his 
action in rebuking and suspending M. 
Zuraboff, socialist. for his savage at- 


April 29. He declared he was heartily 
sick of his position, and had a mind 
to resign, and that he would do so 
immediately if the constitutional 
democrats failed to secure a majority 
in the house. M. Kokovsoff, minister 
of finance, reproached M. Golovin for 

the duma’s dela in arranging a 
budget, but M. olovin -rejoined that 
neither he nor the constitutional dem- 
ocrats were responsible for this. 

At a meeting of the budget commit- 
tee Saturday the constitutional demo- 
crats made a motion to submit to the 
duma by installments, as fast as dis- 
cussion on them was completed. This 
proposal was defeated by a single 
vote, the conservatives and Poles sup- 
porting the proposition of the radicals 
to submit the budget when discussion 
of it was entirely finished.

With Horrors uf Shipwreck

MEN WERE LASHED FAST 
TO WRECKED SCHOONER

Only a Crumb of Bread and Spoon. 
ful of Water a Day for Each 
Man — They Were Rescued 
When at the Very 
Door of Death. 


New York, .May. 19.—Another tale of 
the sea having to do with the ‘horror of 
shipwreck in mi@-o¢ean was told today 
by Captain Clarendon Maxwell, who, 
with his crew of six men of ‘the schooner 
Evrett Webster, arrived here .on the 
Steamer Philadelphia. At the same time 
the mystery surrounding the derelict 
schooner which had been reported by al- 
most every Atlantic liner for the past 
month as lying in the main waterway, a 
serious menace to navigation, was ex- 
plained, . 

Caught in Great Gale. 

The Webster, a three-masted schooner, 
belonging to Haldt & Cummins, of Phil- 
adelphia, left Wflmington, N. C., on 
March 31, bound for’ Philadelphia. When 
off Cape Hatteras she ran into a series 
of heavy gales, and on the third day out 
sprang a leak.. The deck load was wash- 
ed away, and Captain Maxwell ordered 
al] the crew to the pumrps,, but constant 


the normal size. Finally the captain 
gathered his men in the stern of his ship, 
the only part above water and a council 
was held. It was found that they had 
only a barrel of biscuits and a gallon 
jar of water left of thelr stores. 

Men Lashed Themselves, 

The fury of the storm had increased 
and the waves congtantly broke over 
the men and they were obliged to lash 
themse@lves fast. Westerly gales biew 
the schooner out to sea, far from the 
regular track of ships, and to add to 
their desperate condition a wave which 
swept over the stern upset the biscuit 
barrel and all but a few of the biscuits 
were lost. For six days the men lived 
on a portion of a biscuit eaeh and a 
spoonful of water each day. 

On April 13 a vessel bore down upon 
them. The members of the crew were 
delirious, but Captain Maxwell stood up 
and taking off his coat waved it fran- 
tically above his head. [t was the French | 
bark Quevilly, Captain La Donne, from 
Philadelphia to Rouen, France. 

Shipwrecked Men Rescued. 

The bark lowered a boat and although 
high seas made the work extremely dan- 
geroug the shipwrecked men were res- 
cued. : 

For a week they were nursed by the 
crew of the French bark. ‘Arriving at 
Rouen they were taken in charge by 
the American consul who sent them to 
Southampton, where they boarded the 
Philadelphia. Captain Maxwell said that 
before abandoing his vessel he set fire 
to her. ¢

ON WHEAT SUPPLY 


t Can't Grow. This Year All 
That Is’ Needed, 


CHEAP WHEAT IMPROBABEE 


Past Week Was Historic in the An- 
nals of the Chicago Board oef 
Trade—Not Enough Wires to 
Handle the Rush of 
Buying Orders. 


Chicago, May i9.—The past week with 
its ‘dollar wheat” has been an historic 
one in the annals of the Chicago Boaré 
of Trade. While statistics on the quan- 
tity of wheat whith changed hands are 
not obtainable, the assertions of veteran 
traders that the volume of business was 
of unprecedented proportions may be 
safely accepted. There have been wild 


Sessions in the wheat pit before, notably 
when ‘‘corners’’ were being run, when 


prices fluctuated, but never hefore has 


there been a broader or better sustained 
general market. Never have grain 
brokers done a larger business. Nor are 
there enough wires to handle the: mass 
of daily business. The. inevitable. there- 
fore has happened and; only «the: larger 
orders have been filled. : In the language 
of the pit “it ig not market for a piker.” 
World Short of. Wheat. 

Crop reports, private and puwblic,; the 
solemn verdicts of ‘‘experts,” , statistics: 
official and unofficial, crop estimates, 
and the enticing literature of the’ com- 
mission houses, who. are. growing : rich’ 
on commissiong alone, vary -noticeably in 
detail, but they are practically united 
in the statement that the world cannot 
grow this year all the wheat it needs 
to consume. Minor items, such as “green 
fbug’’ damage and the like, have been. 
made much of, but the weather here 
and abroad ig the. all-influential factor. 
Even Liverpool importers, .who usually: 
work for cheap ‘whéat in America have. 
bought directly in this market, ‘a precau- 
tionary measure. they’ were compelled . to’ 
take in the face of’ the: certainfy that f 
their action would ‘bull’ | prices : still: 
further. They bought early {in the week. 
at what would: now be called: bargain 
prices. The majority-of traders proclaim 
loudly still higher prices, but take profits 
on good advances. The week ‘ended with 
the indicator pointing.to the success, of. 
the bulls, with May wheat showing: a net 
gain of 43-4 cents; July; of 4 6-8 cents; 
September 3 3-4, and. December of 3-!-2. 

Enormous Profit-Taking. — 

“Dollar wheat’ became .an actuality 
last Monday when Geptember and Decem- 
ber optiong both passed that mark. Tues- 
day and Wednesday profit taking sales 
were enormous, but prices receded very 
stubbornly and kept well above the level 
at which the market had begun the 
week. Thureday the market again ad- 
vanced excitedly, and on Friday all rec- 
ords for the season were broken when 
July went to $1.02 1-2; to 
$1.03 |-4.and December to $!.03 7-8, The 
close ‘showed these threé options still 
over a dollar... Saturday brought forth 
another deluge of profit taking together 
with a great deal of purely speculative 
short selling, but heavy as was this pres- 
eure, the reaction in prices wag not se- 
rious ag affecting the net advance of the 
week. , .

cilities” is charged in a report just 
submitted to President Roosevelt by 
Commissioner of Corporations Herbert 
Knox Smith. Part | of the report wag 
made public today and other parts 
will follow. Certain information ac- 
quired igs withheld for the present, in 
accordance with instructions of the 


president, who feels that their gmbli- _ 


cation might interefere with the pros- 
ecution of the gevernment’s suits 
pending against the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and its subsidiary companies. 


Result of Study of O11 Business. 


The report containg the net results 
of a study of the petroleum business 
curing the year 1904. It is the first 
official statement of the operations 
and methods of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany by which, the report states, 
through “scandalous railway discrim- 
inations and other unlawful devices 
they have acquired and maintained @ 
complete domination of the petroleum 
industry.” 

It is stated that in 1894 the Standard 
and affillating concerns “refined over 
84 per cent of thé crude oil run 
through | refineries; produced more 
than 86 per cént of the country’s total] 
output of illuminating oils; maintatin- 
ed a similar proportion of the export 
trade in illuminating oil, and trans- 
ported through pipe lineg nearly nine- 
tenths of the crude oil of the older 
fields and 98 per cent of the crude oil 
of the mid-continent fleld.”’ 

The report points out that the mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by the company does 
not rest on the ownership of the 
source of the- oil supply, which 
amounts only to about one-sixths of 
the total, but “that its growth and 
present power rest primarily on the 
control of the transportation facill- 
ties.” j 

Secret Rate Discrimination. 

After the railroad rebate was aban- 
doned, the company, the report con- 
tinues, was able to establish a system 
of secret or open discriminations 
rateg in its favor throughout practi- 
cally the entire country. Having es- 
tablished its monopoly of the pipe line 
business, the company substantially 
refuses to act as a common carrier. 

It is shown that the Standard cone 
trols not only the wholesale, but also 
the retail trade in oil. 

In conclusion, the report says {ft is 
apparent “that the dominating posi- 
tion of the Standard Oil Company in 
the ofl industry has largely been se- 
cured by the abuse of transportation 
facilities, first, by flagrant discrimina- 
tiong obtained from railroads; second, 
by a refusal to operate its pipe linge 
system so as to extend to independent 
interests the benefits to which they 
were both morally and legally en- 
titled, while at the same time the 
Standard has prevented such inde- 
pendent interests from constructing 
lines, of their own.” 

Standard Controls Retail Trade. 
‘The .report says that the Standard Oil 
and affiliated concerns, in 1904, secured 
over 88 per cent of the sales of illumi- 
nating ol] to retail dealers throughout 
the, country, .and obtained, in certain 
large sections, as high as 99 per 
cent of such sales. It also controlled 
practically similar proportions of such 
The Standard’s only 
competitors in the refining business are 
seventy-five small 
whose total consumption of crude oil is 
less, than that of a sifgle one of the 
Standard (the Bayonne refinery) and less 
than one-fifth of the Standard’s total} 
consumption. 

‘ Over fifteen of these competitors are 
‘dependent for their supply of crude oil 
upon the Standard's pipe line, and are so 
restricted by this dependence as to be 
capable of little effecive competition or 
growth.

Gave Control to Trust. 

“This system of railway discriminations 
allowed the Standard to control substan- 
tially that Hnk in the business that lies 
between the refinefy and the consumer. 
By its gréat pipe line system it also con- 
trols the gap between the producer of off 
and thé refinery. It has now a pipe line 
eyétem of more than 40,000 miles. All at- 
tenpts on the part of others to constrict 
competing lines have been bitterly op- 
posed by the Standard, and usually with 
success.” P 

The report declares that a réfiner 
wholly dependent «a rafiroads for his 
crude supply cannot hope to become 4 
factor of much importance fn the indus- 
try and that the Standard Oil Company. 
has refused to act as a cOmmon carri”” 
or transport and deliver ofl for independ- 
ert producers or to indeppendent refineries, 
and where making any rates at all for 
euch transportation has made them at 
least as high ae the railroad rate. Com- 
pared with the estimated cost of the 
Gtandard pipe line transportation, the 
rates actually named for such service, 
the report aMeges, are from three to six 
times as great as they should be. 

Tariff Not Filed. 

‘The report says that while most of 
the Standard trunk lines do an interstata 
business and should file tariffs under the 
new rate law. four of the interstate lines-- 
the Prairie Of] and Gas Company, the 
Ohio Ol] Company, the New York’Transit 
Company and the Tidewater- Pipe Com- 
pany—have no: filed such tariffs, refusing 
to accept or deliver oll owned by others. 
Other Standard lines, while filing certain 
rates, have done so in such manner 43 
to reduce their compliance t6 an ab- 
surdity. The report adds that the Stand- 
ard. having prevented the rise of inde- 
pemcent lines, etc., ‘‘now plainly intends , 
to nullify, so far as its own lines are 
econcernd, the common carrier requfre- 
ments of the rate law. This condition 
should receive careful attention. 

It is also sug@ested in the report that 
in certain of the states which would he 
raturally crossed by independent pipe 
linés no law now exists giving the right 
of eminent domain to pipe line compa- 


nies. 
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SCHOOL BOARD 


Great Deal of Biscussion Is 
Caused by Action of 
Chicago’s Mayor. 


Chicago, May |9.—Mayor Busse has 
stirred up a great deal of discussion 
by his recent action of asking for the 
resignation of twelve members of the 
school board who had been appointed 
by the previous democratic mayor, 
Judge Dunne.

BELGIANS WELL TREATED 


The Baron Says the Reports of tl 
Treatment Are False—The Immi. 
grants Are Doing Well and 
Are Satisfied—The Colony 
Plan Is Favored. 


By JGHN CORRIGAN. ° 

Washington, D. C., May 19.—(Special.) 
Baron Moncheur, the Belgian minister, 
who has just returned to Washington 
from a visit to South Carolina, where he 
went to investigate the condition of the 
Belgians who came over on the Witte- 
kind, finds the south a good place for 
his people. 

He finds, after ten days of tnvestiga- 
tion, that the reports of dissatisfaction 
have been exaggerated, and that the 
Belgian immigrants are very well satis- 
fied and have no complaint to make. The 
baron commented on the lower wage 
scale in the south as being the only 
possible ground for dissatisfaction. His 
investigations did not cover the cheap 
cost of living in the south, and he was 
not prepared to say that lower prices of 
commodities balanced lower wages. 


Belgians in South Carolina. 


In the party brought over by Commis- 
Sioner E. J. Watson, of South Carolina, 
last winter were about 300 Belgians, who 
are now employed in the cotton mills, 
and in various trades in South Caro- 
lina. Since then South Carolina and 
other southern states have souglit to in- 
duce new immigrants, and particularly 
Belgians, to come in. 

Speaking of these Belgians in South 
Carolina, Baron Moncheur said: “I saw 
all of them except a few who are scat- 
tered, and they had very little complaint 
to make of the treatment which they 
are receiving. Of course, there are a 
few who are not satisfied, but they are 
very Yew. I visited them at their work 
in the cotton mills, and they ‘old me 
that they were pleaseq with their la- 
bers and the treatment given them. 

“IT havé no criticism to make of the 
work they are doitig in the mills. It is 
rot hard work at all, and they make 
very fair wages. It is the kind of work 
which would suit a large number of our 
people, especially those having families. 
A boy or a girl !2 to 14 years of age 
and upward can easily make 50 ‘cents 
a day and more in the né@jlis. 

“Of course, the masons and carpen- 
ters earn better wages. Those who come 
Over and follow these trades are ex- 
perienced men, and good, steady work- 
mén. They find plenty of work to do, 
and are paid well, as I have found. 

“It would be a great dea] better if 
there were a good sized colony in the 
State, such as there is near Rochester, 
. Our people there are getting 
along nicely, and are satisfied, and it is 
particularly because a number of them 
are together. The Homan Catholic 
priests of Rochester have taken a par- 
ticular interest in the coloney there, and 
have helped a great deal to make our 
people contented: 


Only a Few Dissatisfied. 


Concerning those who teft South Caro- 
lina dissatisfied, Baron Moncheur said 
that the number was nG*> very large. 
“Those who left would probably not 
have been satisfied under any circum- 
stances,’ he said. ‘The proportion that 
has left South Carolina dissatisfied is 
not any greater than that which has 
left other states. We have had some 
complaints from’ the immigrants who 
went there, but not many. On the 
while, they have gone to work there and 
are contented.”’ 

Several reports have been circulated 
since the Baron returned to Washington 
to the effect that he was advising, or had 
advised his people @gainst going to the 
south on account of the negro. Baron 
Moncheur said that this was entirely 
eronerous. “I see no reason why the ne- 
gro should deter anybody. My observa- 
tion.is the white people and the négro in 
the south do not associate, either so- 
cially or at work. They do not work 
together in the cotton mills or in any 
other industry. The one way in which 
the negro is at all to be considered in 
this connection is that the negroes in 
the cotton fields and efsewhere on the 
farm can work for cheaper wages than 
our people, and hence our people could 
scarcely expect to compete with these 
laborers On the farm. Otherwise, the 
negro has nothing to do with the case, 
and if you hear that I have advised any 
of our people not to go south, you may 
say for me that it is simply not so. I 
have never advised anything of the 
kind anywhere.”’

CAPT. FALKNER 
MUCH MOURNED 


LONG A PROMINENT. FIGURE. 


Captain Falkner Was Founder of 
Home for Old Soldiers, Was Him. 
self Brave Soldier_He Was 
District Attorney for the 

L. & N. Railroad. ey 


Montgomery, Ala., May 19.—(Special.) 
Several hundred people from all sections 
of the state attended the funeral of 
Captain J. M. Falkner, at Marbury, to- 
day, the exercises taking place at 2 
o'clock. The body was brought from 
the home at noon to the Old Soldiers’ 
home, where it lay in state for two 
hours in the main assembly room of the 
home, which he established. 

Thé burial was beside his parents, 
with taps by O. E. Courtney, of. Mont- 
gomery, who played taps at the funeral 
of Jefferson Davis, and performed the 
service today at the request of the dead 
man. There were many floral decora- 
tions. 

The death of Captain. J, M. Falkner, 
removes a man from the walks of life 
who has long been a prominent figure. 
He had been out of regular service since 
two years ago, when he turned over 
the work of district attorney for . the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad to his 
assistant, George W. Jones. During that 
time he has lived mostly at his country 
home at Mountain ‘Creek, by the side of 
his beloved offspring, he Old Soldiers’ 
home, which he foundered and fostered 
until it was taken over by the state. 
He had been foremost in most good 
works in the state for fifty years. 

In his sixteenth year he entered Mer- 
cer university, Pennfield, Va., where he 
studieg for years, until the call of | his 
country and his section demanded his 
servites. He enlisted in his father’s 
cavalry, and for thirteen.«months served 
as-d private. Later he was made sec- 
ond lieutenant of Company B, Eighth 
Confederate cavalry, later being pro- 
moted to the first Jieutenancy, and finally 
having his’ services signally rewarded 
by being elected to act as captain. 

In 1890 Captain Falkner was appomt- 
ed district attorney for the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, a po- 
sition which he filled with credit until 
a few months ago, when he retired from 
active business. : 

As an indication of the esteem of his 
compatriots who fought by his side in 
the war between the . states, in 1901, 
when a camp was organized by the con- 
federates of Montgomery, by courtesy 
and by a unanimous vote the camp was 
named “Camp Jeff Falxner,"' and thus it 
was that he lived to see himself ap- 
preciated, a lot that does not happen 
ofter, to the most vauant and respected 
of heroes.

UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE LAW 


Under This, Recent Austrian Elec- 
tions Were Held — Lower House 
of Parliament Is Practically 
Recon:§{ructed On New 
Racial Lines. 


Vienna, May !9.—The Austrian elections 
the past week are far-reaching in ef- 
fect. The elactions were the first under 
the new law giving equal and univérsal 
suffrage, a reform brought about after a 
protracted struggle. Even more impor- 
tant than this is the change which the 
law brings about in the political. strength 
of the various mixéd races—Germans, 
Czechs, Bohemians, Poles, Italians, Ru- 
thenians—making up ‘Austria's population. 
The lower house of parliament practical- 
ly is reconstructed on new radical lines, 
and from now on it will consist of 5/6 
members, of which there will be 233 Ger- 
mans, !07 Czechs, 82 Poles, 33 Rutheni- 
ans, 24 Slavonians, 13 Servo-Coratians, 
19 Italians and § Roumanians. 

Mutual Concessions, 

Universal suffrage deprived the great 
landed proprietors and chambers of com- 
merce of privileges.

Many Germans Deféated. 


Herr Von Marchett, the minister of 
public instruction, who is a German, lost 
his seat and theereupon resigned. and 
Dr. Von Derschatta, mintister-of railways, 
a German, and Dr. Forscht, and Dr. 
Pacak, Czechs, have to face rebaliots. 
Herr Schroenerer, leader of the Bismark- 
lan Germans, lost hig seat. His defeat 
means practically dissolution in Austria 
of the Pan-Germanic party Whose ac- 
Knowledged aim was the union of the 
German provinces of Austria to the Ger- 
man empire. 

The Christian socialists gained a con- 
siderable number of seats, but not se 
many as they expected. 

Mayor Leuger, leader of the Christian 
socialists, Prince Lihenstein, another 
prominent Christian socialist, and Dr. 
Adler, a well known social democrat, 
were elected in Vienna. 

The defeat everywhere of thé German 
liberals by the socialists and the prefer- 
ence shown in Czech constituencies for 
the socialists were Striking features of 
} the election. 

Emperor Francis Joseph was ,. well 
pleased with the result of the elections, 
in spite of the victory of the soeialists. 


“DRAWING THE LONG Bow.’ 


Some Remarkable 
to Shooters of avon 

The expression “drawing a long bow” 
does not of. necessity mean the te}l]- 
ing of a falsehood. tit sometimes re- 
fers to a wonderfu! story which may 
be true enough, but which {ts so mar- 
velous as to require a firm trust in 
the veracity of the narrator to en- 
able the hearer to believe {t. Some 
of the longest bows of this sort have 
been drawn about bows and arrows. 

These stories began long ago. Vir- 
gil in the “Aeneid” tells of four arch- 
ers who were shooting for a prize 
the mark being a Pigeon tied by a 
cord to the mast of a ship. The first 
man hit the mast, the second cut the 
cord, and the third shot the pigeon 
as it flew away. The fourth archer, 
having nothing left to shoot, drew his 
bow and sent his arrow fiying toward 
the sky with such speed that the 
friction of ‘the air set the feathers on 
fire, and it swept on like a meteor to 
disappe&r in the clouds. 

The stories told of Robin Hood's 
archery, illustrated by his wonderful 
performance as Locksley in Scott's 

Ivanhoe,” are also a decided strain 
upon modern credulity. The famous 
story of William Teil, doubted by 
many persons, is believed by others to 
have a foundation of fact. There was 
a Dane named Foké of whom the 
same story is told, and William of 
Cloudesley, an Englishman, is said to 
have shot an apple fro mhis son’s 
head merely to show his expertn ess. 

Most stories of bows and arrows re- 
late to the accurate aim of the arch- 
ers, but a Frenchman, Blaise De Vige- 
nene, tells one that shows the tre- 
mendous force with which an arrow 
may be propelled if the bow be strong 
and long enough. According to his 
own account of the matter, he saw

It is said that a group of 
them would form a circle, then one 
would throw an ear of Indian éorn 
into the air. The rest would shoot 
at it and shell it of every grain be- 
fore it fell to the ground. Sometimes 
the arrows would strike it so hard 
and fast that it would remain sus- 
pended in the afr for several min- 
utes, and the cob never fell until the 
last grain had been shot away.

the past century. Special traing brought 
hundreds of visitors and the little town 
of Dickson wes thronged, religious ®er- 
vices being held under large tent prac- 
tically all day and late into the night, 
besides services at all of the churches 
eonducted by visiting ministers. ; 

The afternoon service at the tent 
was for men only, conducted by Dr. 
3. DL Hudgins, the retiring modera- 
tor of the assembly, and this was the 
most remarkable of the entire meet- 
ing. Dr. Hudgins announced that 
he wanted to raise $10,000 to defray 
expenses incident to the litigation into 
which the church had been drawn by 
reason of the union with the Presby- 
terian church, U. 8. A, and at th eend 
of two hours the clerks announced 
that the sum of $10,150 had been sub- 
scribed. The most remarkable thing 
about this collection was that no in- 
dividual gave more than $100 and the 
number giving this amount exceeded 
fifty. The people of Dickson, exclu- 
sive of Cumberland Presbyterians, 
gave $1,000. The members of the as- 
sembly are very enthusiastic over this 
contribution and take it as a sub- 
stantial endorsement of its stand 
against organic union. This money 
will be used exclusively for protecting 
the property rights of the church.

Columbus, O., May !9.—Many impor- 
tant questions are to come:before the 
Presbyterian general assembly during the 
present week, but none has aroused more 
interest among the commissioners than 
that of the work of the permanent tem- 
perance committee. The organization of 
the National Inter-church Temperance 
Federation, at Pittsburg last January, 
through the efforts of this committee, 
has aroused the opposition of the Anti- 
Saloon League, which regards the new

organization as entering upon its fleld of 
‘work, The league claims that it is, in 
effect, an inter-church federation, since 
| it derives its chief support from the vari- 
| Ous churches, and that, therefore, the 
new organization is unnecessary. 

Liquor Question to the Front. 
Several overtures have been submitted 
to the general assembly, asking that the 
new temperance movement be abandoned 
and that undivided support be given to 
the Anti-Saloon League. The question is 
to be brought before the assembly on 
_these overtures, rather than on ¢he re- 
| port of the temperance committee, if 
plans of certain church leaders do not 
fail. The report of 'the temperance com- 
mittee {s on the regular program for con- 
sideration next Friday. By that time, 
it is feared, many of the commissioners 
will be leaving for their homes, and as 
it is desired to have a full expression 
of the assembly on the suwhfject, an ef- 
fort is being made to have the committee 
on overtures submit the question on i ues- 
day or Wednesday. 

Position of the Committee. 

The position taken by the permanent 
temperance committee, of which Rey. 
Dr, John F. Hill, of Pittsburg, Is the 
secretary and active officer, is that there 
is a field for both the church temperance 
federation and the Anti-Saloon League. 
The committee holds that it is not the 
province of the church to un@ertake to 
enforce laws, which it is the duty of civil 
authorities to enforce. On the other 
hand it does not question the usefulness 
and necessity for temperance agencies, 
which are in no way officially connected 
with the church, and {t declares that it 
is not its purpose to antagonize them. 
Rev. Dr. Roberts, the moderator of the 
‘Presbyterian assembly, has taken a 
strong stand in favor of cooperation and 
harmony between the temperance com- 
mittee and the Anti-Saloon League. hold- 
ing that both have fields of usefulness. 
His opinion is expected to have great 
weight in the deliberations of the as- 
sembly when the controversy is brought 
up for. adjustment. 

Every effort is being.made to prevent 
the discussion of the temperance matter 
reaching the acrimonious stage, but there 
is every prospect of a lively dehate inthe 
assembly. 

Marriage and Divorce. 

Other important mattérs to come before 
the assembly during the week will be 
the reports of the committee on marriage 
and divorce, and on administrative agen- 
cies. The former committee is expected 
to recommend more radical reform in 
the matter of marriage and divorce and 
the holding of ministers to a more strict 
accountability under the standards of 
the church, 

The committee on administrative agen- 
cies is not expected to recommend any 
immediate action on the proposition to 
‘consolidate the varlovs boards of the 
church. It is understood, however, that 
bit will urge important administrative 
changes, such as the creation of an exec- 
utive commission, with the moderator as 
the official head, which shall be the rep- 
resentative body of the church during 
the interim between the sessions of the 
general assembly. Under the present 
system of administration there is no body 
or official to which questions can be re- 
ferred for immediate settlement between 
sessions.

The plan outlined by George E. Rob- 

erts, director of the United States 
mint, for the establishemnt by this 
government of a central] bank, with 
various state branches, to exercise 
certain functions now performed by 
the United States treasury, and to is- 
sue circulating notes to take the 
place of the currency now issued by 
the national banks, is an interesting 
contribution to the subject of currency 
legishation. 

Any modification of our existing 
financial] system should have in view 
the widest interests of the people, as 
well as that of the banks. It has 
been shown that any legislation which 
proposes to grant increased privileges 
t> the nationa] banks in the way of 
issuing additional currency or which 
the banks may make a profit will not 
meet with general public approval at 
this time, even though such scheme 
should achieve the much desired re- 
sult of supplying a larger volume a 
money for the country’s needs in time 
of emergency. 

There is also a prejudice against 
any revival of the plan on which the 
old United States bank, which was 
annihilated by Andrew Jackson, was 
conducted. Such an institution must 
inevitably become involved in politics, 
and the business of banking involves 
primarily business and not political 
principles and should be so conducted 
at to conserve the widest business 
interests and not to promote the for- 
tunes of any politica] party. Not only 
should such an institution be kept 
free from political alliances and influ- 
ences, but it should be so organized 
that its advantages would be afford- 
ed to every section of the country, as 
the need might arise. When the cot- 
ton crop and the wheat crop are be- 
ing moved, large quantities of money 
are needed in the farming sections of 
the south and west, and funds for this 
purpose should be made available 
without going to Wall street for this 
purpose. 

Through the facilities furnished by 
a branch of the central bank of issue, 


it is held that it could be made pos-. 


sible, under reasonable restrictions, 
fer the state and national banks of 
each state in the union to go to the 
branch located in their state, deposit 
securities, other than government 
bonds, which are at present the only 
collateral accepted by the government, 
and in return receive funds for the 
use of their customers. This would 
be of advantage to the bankers in the 
states and sections remote from Wall 
street, in that it would avoid the ne- 
cessity of going to New York with re- 
discount paper when funds are needed 
in crop-moving emergencies. 


In the plan praposed by Mr. Roberts 


there is outlined a division of author- 
iiy between the government, acting 
through its present treasury officials, 
and the stockholders, who will be the 
netional and state banks of the coun- 
try. Thus, while the government 
should have contre] of the general 
policy of an institution which so vital- 
ly affects its entire commerce and 
trade, the details of management and 
the work of passing upon the securi- 
ties presented could better be left to 
the board of directors representing 
the stockholders. 

The profits from such an institution 
would go to the stockholders, up to 
a certain limit, and all over that be 
divided between the stockholders and 
the government. The central bank, 
ty taking charge of the government’s 
receipts from customs and internal 
revenues, would relieve the secretary 
cf the treasury of the onerous burden 
cr selecting from among the 6,4411 
national banks of the country those 
which are to be designated as govern- 
ment depositories, and would be a 
feirer plan for all concerned. 

The advocates of the plan contend 
that it is designed to benefit the whole 
people instead of only the Wal] street 
interests; to promise a simple and 
practical method of making available 
tre money formerly locked up in the 
subtreasuries; to give a reasonable re- 
turn to the stockholders, who are priv- 
ieged to invest in stock in proportion 
tu their capital; to secure operation 
under the constant glare of publicity 
apd public criticism, and. to bring 
about correlation of the banks and 
the treasury. 

The Constitution is not wedded to 
any scheme of financial legislation. 
That is a problem for the doctor of 
fiuance and congress to fight over, 
But Mr. Roberts’ suggestions are 
worthy of the careful attention of 
those who are interested in the effort 
to provide a less cumbersome and a 
more elastic currency system than we 
now have.

The End of Chinese Isolation. 
“Today there are more than two 
rundred newspapers ir China where 


Such is the substance of an interview 
given The Washington Post by Wil- 
liam B. Henry, an attorney.of Los 
Angeles, who has_ returned recently 
from a trip to the Orient. 

He declares it is safe to predict that 
within the next fifteen years every 
city in China will have its newspaper, 
apd continues: 

The Chinese public has great respect 
for the printed word, believing what 
it sees in type to be absolutely true. 
Hence, it has been too susceptible to 
some of the journals, which are printed 
merely in the interest of a propaganda 
against foreigners. But for the most 
part, these papers are doing a great 
good in the way of educating the people 
up to what is going on throughout the 
empire. Between the railroads and the 
newspapers, China is going to do some 
waking up within the next few years. 


The clatter of the press sounds the 
dcom of China’s isolation from an ag- 
gressive participation in world pol- 
itics. 

Supply a nation with power of ar- 
ticulation, give it the means whereby 
it can grasp its status as seen in the 
eyes of other nations, and the task 
cf awakening has been half accom- 
plished. 

The international politician, secure 
in his ancient conception of Chinese 
impassivity and the complete absence 
cf Chinese patriotism, will do well to 
resume his vigilant attitude toward 
the great yellow country with a pop- 
ulation of four hundred million souls. 

Ignorance, national] indifference, the 
apathy of one portion of the empire 
while another was being bullied by 
fcreign forces, cannot long survive the 
advent of the newspaper. 

Hand in hand, too, with the power 
of publicity will work that other 
agency equally strong in qualities of 
transformation—quick and easy trans- 
Lcrtation. Superficial observation in- 
dicates that the Chinese empire is al- 
most sufficient unto itself as regards 
the great fundamental commodities 
necessary for the maintenance of life, 
as well as the iron, the coal, the gold 
and the silver, which count as so 
many ascending pawns in the great 
game. of international supremacy. 

Once the latent riches of the empire 
are develope by the stimulus of 
transportation, with a homogeneous 

ress informing the people of their 
massed power, their previous igno- 
rance of which has meant their en- 
Slavement, there will be a different 
tale coming from the Orient. 

We are not disposed to take seri- 
ously the hysteria regarding the “yel- 
low peril.” But there are multiply- 
ing indications that China will exert a 
very potent influence in the next con- 
troversy affecting her “ultimate des- 
tiny.” 
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What’s the Use? 

Fortunate is that man, whether ed- 
itor or “slight, unmeritable” voter, 
who can resist the thunder of national 
politics and the verbal pyrotechnics 
of those who sit in the limelight or its 
shadow, sufficiently .to take a sane 
view of the situation. 

We have found one such man. Dis- 
coursing with a meek logic in The 
Indianapolis News, he says: 

It occurs to us that there is no spe- 
cial reason for any great excitement or 
pother at this early day about the next 
presidential campaign or candidates. 
All in good time. The people have a 
year of prosperity before them yet—as 
prosperous, apparently, as any of the 
golden years that have gone before. 
Their politics is not in chaotic shape 
and they are not to be diverted just 
yet from the serious business o1 life. 
And they are abundantly able to take 
care of themselves at the proper time. 

Our hand goes out in sympathy to 
this eminently sagicious gentleman.

“Well, I will tell what I know about 
it. There- was a family of free negroes 
in Mecklenburg county, Virginia, whose 
name I cannot recall] now, who owned 
negro slaves. I knew of it in my boy- 
hood, I think about 1840. In my native 
county of Person, in North Carolina, 
which lay immediately on the virginia 
line, just above Mecklenburg county, 
Va., there were quite a colony of free 
negroes, many of them named Epps, and

free negroes, and in my boyhood time 
and in my county was one “Billy 
Mitchell.” He was tall, well propor- 
tioneé and symmetrically formed, of a 
ginger-cake color and woolly hair— 
all in all a good looking man. He was 
honest, of a genial disposition, belong- 
ed to the white folks church, as many 
of the free negroes and slaves did be- 
fore the war. He had no means, and 
often hired to my father to work on 
his tobacco farm. I remember on one 
occasion to have heard him telling my 
father of his trip to Mecklenburg 
county, about thirty miles aw&y, when 
and where he went courting, and told 
of the lands and slaves which his girl's 
father owned. 

“He tolad with much humor of an in- 
cident which occurred while he was 
there; that he went out one morning 
with the girl’s brother to the hog pen 
to look at the fattening hogs; that one 
of the slave boys came and got upon 
the pen with them, that soon he heard 
the girl calling her mother to ‘look at 
Jim perched upon that hog pen with 
the white folks.’ Billy said that he 
looked at them all and he could not 
see but Jim was about as white as 
any of them, 

“‘He went back, and married the girl, 
took up his abode with them, became 
interested in the estate, and a slave 
owner himself. I remember after I was 
@ grown man, and had returned home 
from college to have seen him on a visit 
back to his old friends and relatives. He 
bore the appearance of a man weil-to- 
do in life. That section was no _ poor 
country, abandoned to free negroes. 
Old Peter Jefferson and his crew called 
it ‘God’s country.’ On the North Caro- 
lina side lived Nathaniel Macon, than 
whom the memory of no man in that 
state is more cherished now. On the 
Virginia side lived the learned, versatile 
and wonderfu] ‘Jack Randolph, of Roan- 
oke.’ ‘ 

“In that county of Mecklenburg the 
Methodists established their first denom!i- 
national college, and cafMled it ‘Randolph 
Macon.’ In that same county lived and 
died one of the largest slave holders ever 
in the south, the only native American 
citizen, it is said, upon whom the British 
government ever confered a title, ‘Sir’ 
Peyton Skipwith. He owned a large land- 
ed estate in and around the fork of 
Staunton and Dan rivers, forming the 
Roanoke. There was Skipwith's ferry, 
known for hundreds of miles south of it 
as the crossing place for the tobacco 
wagons, going to the markets at Peters- 
burg and Richmond. He was a high 
churchman, and kept employed young 
Henry Ravenscroft in his house, an 
Episcopal minister, to conduct religious 
services every Sunday with and for his 
negro slaves. Ravenscroft afterwards 
became the bishop of the diocese of 
North Carolina, and some of the leading 
men of that st&te now were named for 
him.”’

When LaFollette ran for office. the 
millionaire lumberman placed $500,000 to 
the credit of his campaign committee. 

Thus the way of an honest man and 2 
real reformer was beset with difficulties. 
La Follette owed a political debt wm 
Stephenson and the time had come for 
him to repay it. In addition to Stephen- 
son, the other announced candidates whoa 
have been voted on during the _— past 
eleven weeks were W.°H. Hatten, Irvine 
L. Lenroot, Representatives H. A. Cooper 
and John J. Esch. 

Through a combination of democrats 
and social democrats, Hatten came near 
receiving the requireqd number of votes. 

LaFollette for Stephenson. 

Senator LaFollette threw the entire 
weight of his extensive influence in the 
scales for Stephenson and the lumberman 
was elected. He received 87 votes, every 
republican present voting for him. 

Although Washington likes LaFolletie 
and believes in his honesty, it cannot but 
be amused at the perplexities of ths 
senior Wisconsin senator. He first gained 
prominence through his opposition to 
Philetus Sawyer, a millionaire lumber- 
man who was then in the senate. Now 
his influence has elected another mil-

bank account—as Spooner'’s successor. 


|The lumber business still has a potent in- 


fluence in politics in the Badger state. 

It is difficult amid the activities of 
practical politics to be a real, consistent 
reformer.

Here is 
an advertisement from a place up the 
state calling for machinists, lathe, 
bench and planer hands, who must be 
musicians and play cornets, trombone 
or B bass, and that is a new one to 
me. First time I ever heard o ability 
to play on some band instrument being 
required as a qualification for getting 
an job as a machinist.’’ 

“Why, that’s an easy one,” said the 
other. ‘“That’s a call for men who are 
musicians from a factory that’s got a 
brass band made up out of men in the 
shops. 

‘Some of the best known bands in 
the country. or some o the bands best 
known in their parts, anywav, have 
been made up in that way, and have 
borne the names of the manufacturing 
establishment to which they belonged. 
Such bands give concerts and turn out 
in parades in their own and in neigh- 
boring towns. 

“Some of these factory bands of 
smaller cities and towns have been 
very good bands, indeed, as well they 
might be, with good training, made up 
as they have been of men selected 
from the hundreds, perhaps many hun- 
dreds, of employees engaged in some 
great manufacturing concern. with a 
high class professional musician for 
leader and a few trained musicians for 
the leading instruments. 

“All over the country, tn towns big: 
anl little, there are scattered loc1! 
brass bands innumerable and good and 
bad, great numbers of the players in 
these bands being not professional mu- 
sicians, but men engaged in other reg- 
ular occupations, who have a musical 
turn, and. it may be, musical skill, who 
take up the playing because they like 
it or perhaps for the profit there is in

Then there are college brass bands and 
school brass bands and shop brass 
bands, such, bands being composed of 
plevers rom among the students or the 
workers in the séveral institutions or 
shops in which the bands are formed.”

RESOURCES OF PIEDMONT 


Government Sends Experts South to 
Investigate the Agricultural Re. 
sources and Possibilities of 
Development of Pied. 
mont Section. 


The pureau of soils of the United 
department of agriculture will 
inaugurate a new line of investigation at 
Atlanta beginning this week. A commis- 
sion of three experts from this bureau 
has been appointed to investigate the 
agricultural resources and the possibil'- 
of agricultural development of the 
piedmont section of the United States. 

This piedmont region stretches from 


ithe principal southern cities. It extends 
from the Carolinas, Virginia, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania into New Jersey. The 
entire piedmont section comprises over 
80,000 square miles of territory. It {gs 
marked by strong soils usually underlain 
by extensive clay subsoils. [ts streams 
furnish almost unlimited water power of 
which but a small portion has ever been 
used. 
Phenomenal Growth. 

The phenomenal growth of the cottor 
milling towns throughout th:. southern 
piedmont has called to the. attention of 
the United States department of agricu'- 
ture the necessity for a complete study 
of the section. Increased population will 
demand inereased production of vege- 
tables, meats, fruits and dairy products. 

The bureau of soils has already made 
many investigations in the piedmont 
through the soll surveys of numerous 
counties. It is now about to gathér this 
material into compact form and to sup- 
plement it with additional material gath. 
ered by the spectal commission. 

Dr. J. A. Borsted, who has charge of 
the soil survey of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, will study par- 
ticularly the soils of the piedmon:+ and 
the crops which each is best suited to 
rroecuce, 

Dr. F. K. Cameron, in charge of the 
laboratories of the bureau of soil. will 
make special studies of the properties of 
soils, giving rise to fertility or -inferti].- 
ity. 

Investigate Fertilizers. 

Mr. F. D. Gardner, in charge of soil 
management, will devote his time to an 
investigation of the fertilizer and com- 
mercial requirements of the soil and will 
also study methods of preparing and 
cultivating the soil. This party gathered 
at the Piedmont Hotel, Atlanta, Ga..

In a further effort to locate the body 
of J. L. Nash, who disappeared from 
his home about two. weeks ago, and 
who is believed to have been murdered 
and thrown in the Chattahoochee, it is 
probable that the bottom of the river 
will again be dragged. Immediately af- 
ter the disappearance of Mr. Nash the 
river was dragggd and dynamited a 
short distance below the bridge, but it

It was at first believed that if the 
theory of murder was correct, 
the body of the missing man would be 
found near the bridge, and there 
many who did not accept this theory 
and who did not believe that Mr. Nash 
had been murdered.

Lieutenant Dunbar, of the county po- 
lice, who has been working on the case 
in company with other officers, stated 
yesterday that he believed the river 
should be dragged several hundred yards 
below the bridge, and it is probable that 
this will be done today. 

During the past few days the river 
has fallen considerably and since it be- 
gan to go down an odor has been detect- 
ed and it is believed by many that a 
close search will reveal the body of 
Mr. Nash.

FOR OAKLAND 


Chairman Walter Taylor 
Advocates a Cemetery 
Commissien., 


Chairman ‘Walter Taylor, of the ceme- 
tery committee, will present a new plan 


agement. of Oakland cemetery. 

The proposed ordinance creates a cem- 
etery commission, and ‘‘to this commis- 
sion is given the control of Oakland cem- 
etery and any other burial places here- 
after owned or operated by the city. This 
commission’ shall have the direction of 
the sexton and this officer shall execu 
their orders. This commission shall also 
have the power of selecting all em- 
floyees required for the maintenance oc 
the city cemeteries and shall] fix their 
compensation and direct their labor. 

“The commission shall establish rulés 
and regulations for tte management of 
the cemeteries and the labor of the sex- 
ton and its employees, subject to the ord'- 
nances of the mayor and general council. 
All matters relating to the operation of 
such cemeteries and the care thereof shall 
be decided by this commission.”’ 

The second section states “That it shall 
be composed of five citizens, to be electel 
by the mayor and general council, fron 
those oltizens who own lots in such cem- 
eteries, at the first meeting after the ap- 
proval of this ordinance, and these com- 
missioners shall be elected for different 
terms, towit, one, two, three, four and 
five years after such date. At the expira- 
tion of these terms, their successors shall 
be elected for a term of five years, which 
{is hereby fixed as the regular term of 
office of such commissioners.” 

The sexton is to keep duplicate sets of 
cemetery files and records with complete 
dates of all interments, keep a descrin- 
tion of work contracted for by lot owners, 
give notice to lot owners of needed re- 
pairs, providjng for a perpetual repair 
fund, allow no hedge, wall, coping, fences 
or obstructions on lots in future, to keep 
a record of lots sold, and persons buried 
in pauper section shall be buried with 
their own race. 

Perpetual Repair Fund. 

In the proposed ordinance by Council- 
man Taylor this afternoon, provision is 
made for a perpetual repair fund for ths 
city cemeteries. 

To that end it is proposed to substitute 
for the old ordinance of 1839, the fo.- 
lowing: 

‘That, in order that any lot or part of 
such cemetery may secure perpetual 
care, it is hereby provided that any pe-- 
son may convey to the city any property 
or money to be held in trust, the corpus 
or increase thereof to be expended in 
the improvement or preservation anid 
care of the cemeteries or of the lots 
thereon, and the money or property $0 
conveyed shall be held and the trust ex- 
ecuted according to the terms thereof, as 
other trusts are executed under the laws 
of the state. The clerk of council shall 
make annual returns to the ordinary of 
the money or property so conveyed, and 
of the expenditure of same. Any person 
désiring to so convey money or property 
shall, on recetpt of such conveyance to 
the city, through the hands of safd com- 
mission, receive a certificate therefor.”
